Singapore 
will  seek  to 
plant  churches 

SINGAPORE  —  After  two  years  of 
no  new  churches,  the  Singapore  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  has  decided  to  pla(x 
more  emptwsis  on  planting  and  sua- 
tainbig  churches  and  phase  out  otb«' 
relatively  unproductive  and  expensive 
programs. 

When  toe  urban  evangelism  project 
was  begun  in  1975,  several  programs 
Wero  started  to  help  reach  Singapore 
torou^  new  churches.  Although  these 
programs  have  been  beneficial,  in 
light  of  tbe  low  cburch  growth  and 
after  careftd  analysis.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  missionaries  in  Singapore  recom¬ 
mended  and  the  convention  agreed  to 
phase  out  the  book  tree  ministry  and 
toe  correspondence  course  over  a 
period  of  months. 

Elimination  of  tbe  programs  is.  ex¬ 
pected  to  cut  toe  cast  of  the  whole  pro¬ 
ject  by  two-toirds,  making  it  possible 
for  the  Singapore  convention  to  begin 
financing  tbe  urban  evangelism  pro¬ 
ject  in  the.  near  future.
